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Iran talks of war 
as hijacked gunboat 
disappears in Med 

TEHERAN. — Iranian authorities ton French-built boat was boarded 


yesterday declared that the country 
is “at war" with America and its al- 
lies. as Iran’s internal power strug- 
gle spilled over into sea piracy and 
aerial hijacking. 

“The declaration followed the 
seizure of an Iranian missile boat off 
Spain by anti-Khomeini units which 
declared it to be the “seat of the Ira- 
nian govern ment-in-exile." 

“We are not only war with 
Iraq, we are at war with a Super- 
power like America and its other al- 
lies. The battlefield includes a major 
part of Europe, all of America and 
the waters of the Atlantic Ocean, 1 ' 
said acting chief of the armed 
forces, Brig. Gen. Valiollah Falahl 
in an interview with Teheran radio. ’. 

Falahl said the war extended to 
the Mediterranean Sea and 
Gibraltar and included sea banditry, 
air hijacking and border fighting. 
Iranian authorities have made such 
declarations before. 

The Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Ruholiah Khomeini was quoted by 
the radio' as saying “the hand rtf' the 
UJS. Central Intelligence Agency, 
the CIA, is clear in the recent acts 
of piracy.” 

Khomeini said a hijacked Iranian 
missile boat has been “placed at the 
disposal of the pro-American 
regime in Morocco.” The MBM

The Paris-based Iranian Libera- 
tion Movement (Azadegan) which 
claimed responsibility for the 
seizure off the southern Spanish 
pprt of Cadiz said the hydrofoil boat 
was now in international waters. 

Khomeini cited, documents from 
the. takeover of the U.S. Embassy in 
Teheran showing that former U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance was 
"personally involved" in the escape 
from Iran of Adm. Kama! Habiboi- 
lahi, who led the Azadegan com- 
mandos. 

Meanwhile, Gen. Falahi said the 
pirated Iranian naval transport 
plane commandeered to Oman on 
Thursday by its two Iranian pilots 
had been returned with 10 pas- 
sengers and one crew member to 
Iran. 

A senior Iranian official has f town 
to Madrid to seek the return of the 
hijacked missile boat,, an Iranian 
embassy official in Madrid said 
yesterday. 

The Spanish Foreign Ministry 
said. the boat, named the Tabarnn, 
sailed to Tangier. But Moroccart 
authorities say it has not been 
sighted there.

Last week’s road accidents: 
34 dead, 283 injured

The grim total of last week's road 
accident victims — the highest 
number in years — was 34 killed, 
116 seriously injured and 167 in- 
iured lightly. Over the week-end, 
wo more persons were lolled and 
)3 injured in five road accidents. 

Two accidents last Monday, 
within hours of- each other, were 
ispbrisibTe for the' partittilarTy Kgfi ' 
:asualty figures. In the first, at . the 
ntersection outside Ashdod, 22 
lersons were killed and 40 injured, 
when an army truck collided with a 
jus carrying 60 Arab workers from 
.he Gaza Strip. In the second, on 
ihe Dimona-Sdom road, 46 persons 
were hurt when the bus they were 
riding in overturned. 

During the week there was a total 
of 12 fatal accidents, two less than 
in the preceding week. In seven of 
these pedestrians were killed, six of 
them children. 

.^Nittav-Mfepe Shmuel Bogler, 
head of the Traffic 'department at 
National Police Kcuu^'rters, said 
on Friday that the ir> lit, causes of 
last week’s accidents were: 
pedestrian carelevmejs — 14 ac- 
cidents; reckless overtaking — 12 
accidents; drivers ignoring road 
signs and traffic lights — 10 acci- 
dents; tail-gating — rine accidents; 
speeding — seven accident*. 

But Police Inspect*. r-General 
Arye Ivtzan, speaking io reporters 


at the Zevulun district police head- 
quarters in tiie north, said on Friday 
that it is impossible to blame traffic 
accidents on one or more particular 
causes. 

“It is never like that,’* he said. 
“Usually, it is a combination of cir- 
cumstances, including bad roads 
and lighting, wrongly placed agns 
ah<f the. uneducated attitude of the 
person behind Hie wfieeT.” 

In accidents over the weekend, 
Taial Jamal Saharan, of Miyd el- 
Kurum was killed when he tried to 
overtake another vehicle on the 
Acre-Safad road, arid lost control of 
his car. Ibrahim Sa’adia of Daliat al- 
Carmel was killed near his village 
when a tractor he was driving over- 
turned. The 13 injuries occurred in 
road accidents in the Jordan Valley 
and Beit She’an Valley. 

M Bitary police begin a campaign 
today to cut down on accidents in- 
volving soldiers, Israel Radio 
reported yesterday. Four roadside 
traffic courts for instant trials will 
be set up and there will be more 
radar traps to catch speeders. Stiffer 
sentences will be imposed on those 
convicted of traffic offence* 

In another response to last week's 
accidents. Education Ministry 
Director General Elieyer, Shmueli 
announced on Friday that he has 
ordered all school principals to raise 
the subject of road safety when the 
school year starts on September 1. 


Flatto surrenders passport to police

TEL AVIV. — Samuel Flatto 
Sharon, currently appealing an 
nine-month prison sentence Tor 
vote-buying in the 1977 elections, 
has surrendered his passport to . 
police investigating his possible in- 
volvement in business fraud. 

"The suspicions are nonsense,” 
Flatto Sharon's spokesman, Zvi 
Wilder, said on Friday: “Even the 
police have said so.” 

But the former Knesset member 
and fugitive from French justice un- 
derwent police inteirogation on 
Thursday, and was ordered to sur- 
render his passport. 

Police declined comment on the. 


investigation, but reports said they 
are looking into whether Flatto 
took part in an alleged insurance 
fraud committed by a company in 
which he holds an interest. 

Reports from France on Friday 
said Flatto will be charged there by 
the end of the year, together with 17 
others, with real estate embezzle- 
ment in the amount of 400 million 
French francs. 

Flatto already faces a five year 
prison term in France for fraud. A 
French court sentenced him in 
absentia after he emigrated to Israel. 
Extradition requests were stymied 
by Flatto’s election to the Knesset 
in J977. These may be renewed fol- 
lowing his failure to regain a seal in 
the last elections.

White House seeks accord 
on nuclear-free Mideast

WASHINGTON. — The Reagan 
administration is seeking an agree- 
ment banning nuclear weapons in 
the Middle East, deputy White 
House press secretary Larry 
Speakes said on Friday in Santa 
Barbara, California, where Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan is vacationing. 

Speakes told newsmen that “we 
have sought reaction from countries 
in the Middle East and the talks are 
exploratory.” He declined to dis- 
close the responses of Israel and 
Arab nations to the proposal. 

Israeli officials said that 
Jerusalem had proposed a nuclear- 
free zone in the region, but only in 
connection with formal treaties with 
all of its neighbours. 

Speakes said the president 
believes it is critical for such a zone 
to be established in the volatile 
Middle East and that his concern 
was heightened by recent events in 
the region — an obvious reference 
to Israel’s destruction of Iraq's 
nuclear reactor on June 7. 

Eugene Rostow, the new director 
of the Arms Control and Disarma- 
ment Agency, said in an interview 
with The New York Tima that the 
administration was holding discus- 
sions with various Middle East na- 
tions and key outside powers on ar- . 
ranging an accord to ban nuclear 
weapons in the region. 

Rostow said the pact would be 
patterned after the treaty of 
TIatelolco. which bans nuclear 


weapons in Latin America. 

He said he expects the ad- 
ministration to detail its position on 
the ban at the UN in September. 
The UN approved a resolution in 
1974 appro ving su ch a ban. 

Past administrations frequently 
have advocated nuclear-free zones 
in the developing world. 

The treaty of TIatelolco, signed, 
by 22 nations and effective in 1967, 
bans the testing, manufacture or ac- 
quisition as well as the storage, in- 
stallation, deployment or any form 
of possession of nuclear weapons by 
Latin American countries. 

State Department' spokesman 
Dean Fischer, briefing reporters on 
Friday, inidicated that the accord 
might be modelled on the 1974 
Egypti an -I rani an proposal which 
has been consistently backed by the 
U.S. and roost other countries at the 
UN- It bans the acquisition of 
nuclear weapons by states in the 
area and the stationing of such 
weapons there by the big powers. 

The Washington Post yesterday 
commented: “Israel, which is 
believed to possess nuclear weapons 
in component form, has abstained 
from voting at the UN on the. 
Mideast nuclear weapons free zone 
and is believed unlikely to accept 
it” 

Iraq is a party to the non- 
proliferation treaty which limits the 
spread of nuclear weaponry. Israel 
has not signed the agreement but 
has pledged it will not be the first 
nation to introduce nuclear 
weapons in the region.

U.S. dismisses chance of early USSR summit 


1 SANTA BARBARA. California. 
While House officials said on Fri- 
day they saw no chance for an early 
Soviet- Am erica n summit even 
though President Ronald Reagan 
had proposed to- Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev that they should 
meet to discuss ways of preserving 
peace. 

The officials said that differences 
between the Soviet Union and the 
U.S. were too wide to permit a sum- 
mit in the near future. Reagan is 


due to meet this week with his top 
officials to discuss ways of counter- 
ing Soviet military power. 

Reagan disclosed on Thursday 
that he had written to Brezhnev sug- 
gesting a meeting, but he went on to 
criticize Soviet actions in some of 
the strongest language used by any 
U.S. president in recent memory.

Inflation will accelerate in autumn 

Salaries likely 
to rise 12% 
in October

Salaried workers can expect 
an estimated 12 per cent cost-of- 
living increase in their October 
pay packets, based on. Friday’s 
announcement of a 6.L per cent 
rise in the July consumer price 
index,- double the rate of the 
previous two months. 

But this, coupled with an ex- 
pected 5 per cent increase in the 
August CPI, is seen as just the 
prelude to an expected rapid rise in 
inflation, just after the High Holi- 
days. 

While the rise in the retail indices 
has been relatively moderate during 
the past few months, the wholesale 
price index, the road and building 
inputs indices and> other economic 
indicators have been 'going up at 
much faster pace, pointing towards 
a coming leap in the CPI. 

The CPI, which usually reflects 
the movement in the other indices 
after a time-lag of several months, 
will be spurred upwards in 
September by a number of factors. 
Greater demand -around holiday 
time pushes prices up, while the 
prices of fruits and vegetables rise 
with, the change of season. ' 

Parents- face additional expenses 
in September as the countiy’s 1.1 
million schoolchildren return to the 
classrooms. . Summer end-of-season 
sales wind up, and the new, more 
expensive winter clothes arrive in 
the shops. 


Moreover, the government's con- 
tinuing policy of gradually raising 
prices and lowering subsidies will 
make itself felt,' no matter how 
moderate the price rises. This, plus 
the massive infusions of money into 
the economy in recent months, will 
lead to an acceleration of inflation 
in September, October and 
November, observers say. 

The acceleration cannot be 
avoided unless the Treasury takes 
immediate steps to soak up excess 
money from the public by raising in- 
come tax rates or some similar 
move, but no such plans exist at pre- 
sent. 

One of the major forces pulling 
the index up is the price of bousing, 
which rose by 72.2 per cent in the 
first seven months of the year, com- 
pared ( > a rise of 47.8 in the CPI 
during -e same period. 

A rjgn of further rapid — and dis- 
proportionate — increases in the 
housing price index is the 14 per 
cent jump in the July building inputs 
index. This index went up 76.1 per 
cent in the first seven months of 
1981. 

The. wholesale price index went 
up by 6.6 per cent in July, reflecting 
a 54.1 per cent increase in the first 
seven months of the year. The road 
buOding inputs index showed a July 
rise of 12.8 per cent, up 71 per cent 
since the beginning of the year. And 
the July agricultural inputs index 
-climbed by 8.8 per cent, recording a 
54‘.2 per-cent increase since

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Speaking on Israel Radio's 
weekend newsreel. Rabin said that 
his agreeing to join the Labour 
shadow team four days before the 
election was merely an “ad hoc" ar- 
rangement. Party sources last night 
interpreted this as signifying the end 
of the truce with Peres. They see 
Rabin's statement as a public 
'retraction of his pre-election com- 
mitments to party unity. It is 
believed that he agreed to joining 
forces with Peres only so as not to 
be blamed for a possible, and as it 
turns out. actual Labour defeat. 

However, Rabin may not be the 
only contender. Among other possi- 
ble candidates is President Yitzhak 
Navon. after his term as president 
ends in 1983. 

The sources discounted Peres' of- 
fer on Thursday to resign, saying it 


was a merely tactical gesture, and 
that he is in fact preparing for an 
uui-und-oui battle for his position as 
party leader. 

The more immediate confronta- 
tion anticipated in the party is over 
the job of party secretary. Potential 
candidates were also interviewed 
yesterday on the newsreel. MK 
EEliahu Speiser, leader of the power- 
ful Tel Aviv-based Yahdav group, 
declared that he welcomes compe- 
tion for the job. and said that such 
competition could not "cause 
shocks to the party." Before the 
elections Speiser was a strong sup- 
porter of Peres, but since then rela- 
tions between the two have cooled 
considerably. 

His potential rival. MK Uzi 
Baram. leader of the Jerusalem- 
based Beil Berl group, said he 
would support Haim Bar-Lev, if the 
latter decides to run. but would 
challenge Speiser if Bar-Lev opts 
out. 

Moshe ("Musa") Harif, leader of 
the I hud kibbutz movement, said he 
supports the candidate most likely 
to further Peres-Rabin cooperation. 
He said he believes that Bar-Lev, 
because of his standing in the party, 
is the man for the job. He con- 
trasted him with “other candidates" 
who were using the Job as a 
“stepping-stone" in their political 
career. .

Hassanain called the conference

-meetings ever held in this century"

- In his speech, Moda'i discussed 
srael's efforts to reduce 


dependence on imported oil 
. through the use of solar water 
heaters, the development of shale- 
oil technology and the use of hydro- 
electric power. 

Moda'i told the conference of 
Israel’s plan to generate hydro- 
electric power by utilizing the eleva- 
tion differential between the 
Mediterranean and the Dead Sea. 

In a speech, later on Friday, 
Jordan's director of energy, Ibrahim 
Bad ran, accused Israel of trying to 
solve its energy problems by 
building a canal in “Palestinian 
territory." 

Badran claimed the project 
threatens the Dead Sea area with 
floods, especially on the -Jordanian 
side, and could damage other 
economic projects. 

-The Jordanian official also ac- 
cused Israel of being “the only 
country in the world that stands 
against development of energy 
resources of its neighbours." He 
was referring to Israel's attack on 
the Iraqi nuclear reactor in June.

How to get potash out of Arava under study

Cost of constructing and 
operating an 18-kilometre conveyor 
belt to carry potash from the Dead 
Sea Works at Sdom to the Zefa 
railway terminal on the dills 700 
metres above is to be determined 
within the next five months. The 
proposed project will then be corn- 
ered with a decade-old plan to ex- 
end the railway line to Sdom. 

An agreement for a detailed sur- 
vey of the two projects, including, 
the cost analysis — which will itself 
cost more than S250.000 — was 
hammered out last week as a means 
of solving the year-long dispute 
between Israel Railways and the 
Dead Sea Works. 

Israel Railways* plan is to extend 
the line from the phosphate works 
at Har Zin by 24 km. to Ein Hatzeva 
in the Arava and to construct a spur 
from there to Sdom 36 km. further 
north. The main line would later be 
extended from Ein Hatzeva to Eilat. 
Railways’, spokesman David Guy 
said on Friday that the cost of 
building the Har Zin-Sdom section 
is estimated at $37nt It will take two 
years to complete. 


The entire line to Eilat had been 
scheduled for completion this year, 
but the project fell victim to the last 
government’s expenditure-cutting 
axe. In April, negotiations were 
held between the Treasury and a 
group of Canadian investors wiling 
to finance the project. 

Meanwhile, the Dead Sea Works 
has become impatient. In the finan- 
cial year, the plant sent about one 
lniilion tons of potash to Ashdod 
port for export (and a small amount 
to the centre and north of the 
country). The load was hauled by 
lorries forced to travel out of the 
Arava up a steep, winding road. 

Nearly a year ago the company’s 
board approved plans for the rubber 
conveyor belt — which, it is 
believed, would be the second 
longest in the world — to take its 
potash to the nearest railway ter- 
minal at Zefa, close to Arad. The 
90-cenli metre- wide conveyor could 
carry up to 450 tons of minerals per 
hour. Cost is estimated at S35m. 

The fuel costs of the conveyor 
belt would be much lower than 
those of the railway. But the wear- 
arid-tear and maintenance expenses 
would be higher. 


Israel Railways strongly opposed 
the conveyor plan because ’ it would 
deprive it of its chief customer for 
the projected line. Without the 
haulage of potash,* the Railways' 
cost-benefit analysis, last up-dated 
in 1978, would no longer justify con- 
struction of the line. 

The Dead Sea Works manage- 
ment claimed last week that in a bid 
to abort the conveyor bell project, 
the Railways demanded an exorbi- 
tant fee to haul the freight from 
Zefa. They say the Railways have 
now agreed to offer a more 
“realistic price" by the end of the 
month. David Guy said, however, 
that “we have agreed to charge the 
rate we itiihk is justified by our 
commercial interests." 

Any rate offered has to be 
checked and authorized by the 
Treasury and Transport Ministry. 

First, however, the examination 
of the conveyor project, including 
an estimate of its operating costs, 
will be carried out. The detailed sur- 
vey of the projected railway route, 
also specified by the agreement, will 
be financed from the Railways’ own 
budget and is due to be completed 
by the end of January.

In a final statement submitted to 
the department's foreign agent 
registration unit on August 6, the 
younger brother of the former presi- 
dent said he had terminated his ac- 
tivities on behalf of the radical 
government. 

Nevertheless, the Justice Depart- 
ment has not closed its books en- 
tirely on the affair which led to 
special Senate and Justice Depart- 
ment investigations and embarras-

presidential election. 

On April 21. the department's top 
internal investigator. Michael 
Shaheen Jr. absolved top Carter ad- 
ministration officials of misconduct 
in the B illy Carter investigation. But 
the results of a nine-month in- 
vestigation were referred to the 
criminal division to decide whether 
to bring charges on the basis of 
Shaheen's conclusion that Billy 
Carter had lied to Justice Depart- 
ment investigators looking into his 
connections with Libya. 

The charge of lying to govern- 
ment agents, however, is rarely filed 
in the absence of other criminal 
charges.

El A1 says Olympic 
cuts fares for Jews

TEL AVIV. — El Al officials have 
accused Olympic Airways of offer- 
ing cut-rate fares to American Jews 
wishing to visit here, but the Greek 
Airline has denied the charge. 

“We proved 20 times that it’s not 
true,” an Olympic Airways 
representative said. 

The matter was discussed by 
representatives of both airlines, but 
they failed to reach an agreement. 
Consequently, an Israeli delegation 
from the Foreign and Transport 
Ministries and El Al will go to 
Athens next month for talks with 
the Greek fcivil Aviation Authority, 
a government source told The 
Jerusalem Post. 

Olympic is allowed to bring here 
some passengers from countries 
other than Greece, but Israeli of- 
ficials said it has been flying too 
many of them. El A I wants to 
reduce the number of Olympic 
flights here to cut down the number 
of these passengers. 

The dispute is reminicscent of a 
similar argument between El Al and 
KLM, which led to a reduction in 
the number of the Dutch company's 
flights here. 

There is no problem in the sum- 
mer when there are plenty of pas- 
sengers Tor all airlines. But it does 
arise in the winter when planes are 
relatively empty, an El A I source 
said. 

Olympic planned to fly five wide- 
body airbuses a .week next winter, 
but u senior El Al executive said 
that two should be sufficient to tran- 
sport the Greeks. Israelis and the 
tourists who visit there. en route to 
Israel. 


The El Al officials maintained 
that when Olympic had empty seals, 
its representatives in the. U.S. of- 
fered agents as much as 28 per cent 
commissions on tickets to Israel. In 
some cases they offered Jewish 
organizations flights at cheaper 
rales than El Al. Those organiza- 
tions then went to El Al, quoted 
Olympic's prices and tried to get El 
A I prices lowered, officials said. 

To prove their argument, El Al 
said it flew only 7,200 passengers 
between Athens and Tel Aviv Iasi 
winter. TWA flew some 10,000 pas- 
sengers. but Olympic carried 
24.000. 

The officials reported that only 
1,910 Greek tourists came to Israel. 
Even when one adds the Israelis and 
the tourists who visited Greece in 
the winter, one cannot explain the 
difference between some 10,000 
passengers on TWA, 7.200 on Ef AT, 
and Olympic's 24.000. except by 
concluding that their flights 
originated somewhere else, the of- 
ficials said. 

Olympic's commercial manager 
here* described some of El Al's 
claims as “complete bull." El Al 
cancelled flights “every Monday 
and Thursday” while Olympic's 
planes plied the route even if there 
were only 20 passengers on board, 
he said. 

He said that in January 1981 
Olympic carried only 1,200 pas- 
sengers from the U.5.. in February 
506 and in March 1,160. That is 
“peanuts" when one operates seven 
flights a week, he said. Groups stop- 
ped in Greece for a week on their 
way here, the official added. It was 
legitimate for Olympic to fly them, 
he added.

Stock prices fluctuate as 
share index rises by 1.1%

TEL AVIV. — Fluctuating prices 
prevailed throughout the four-day 
trading week. Overall the General 
Share Index managed to post a new 
yearly nominal high of 174.8 and 
thus reflected a modest 1.1 per cent 
rise on the week. Notable on the 
statistical side w’as the weekly rise of 
nearly 20 per cent by the service 
group. 

The new issue market continues 
to serve as a prop for the current 
“bull market." Bank Leumi an- 
nounced details of a new IS7]2m. 
financing issue, the largest ever to 
be floated on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change. Previously this year the 
bank tapped the market for lS360m. 
and it w ill also be in the Euromarket 
with a 560m. Eurodollar loan issue. 
The news of the issue was well 
received by the public. Not only did 
the shares of Bank Leumi ap- 
preciate by more than 2 per cent, on 
the day following the announce- 
ment. but the general tone of the 
market improved, as well. A pan of 
the issue, being offered to existing 
shareholders by way of rights, in- 
cludes capital notes bearing 2 per 
cent annual interest as well as being 
90 per cent linked to the consumer- 
price index. The inclusion of the 
cost-of-living index-linked security 
gives the offering greater invest- 
ment balance. 

Of more immediate interest isthe 
IDB Development issue. Registra- 
tion opens this Tuesday and will 
close the following day. The 
IS223m. issue consists of 1.122 mil- 
lion units. Each unh consists of 11 A 
shares at 900 per cent for a sum 
total of IS 198 and two options at 
two shekels each. The unit is priced 
at IS202. Trading in the newly is- 
sued shares will begin a week from 
today. The newly issued options will 
only come on to the market the fol- 
lowing Sunday. 

in spile of the relatively large size 
of the IDB Development issue, it 
appears that interest is running 
high. The IDB group, in contrast to 
other banking groups that have 
made substantial investments in 
various parts of the Israeli 
economy, Lakes an active part in Lhe 
management of the investments.

Merger mania gives a lift 
to sluggish summer market 


NEW YORK (AP). - When a Wall 
Street tipster gives you that know- 
ing look these days, chances are 
good he's about to tell you a 
takeover story. 

While the stock and bond 
markets have struggled through a 
generally listless summer, merger 
mania has provided just about the 
only fast action around in the finan- 
cial community. 

The three-way battle for Conoco 
Inc., eventually won by DuPont, 
stayed in the headlines for weeks, 
drawing notice on the front page 
and the editorial page as well as in 
the business section. 

A glance al just about any day’s 
most-active list shows the shares of 
a wide variety of companies rising 
on merger rumours, or falling back 
when those rumours are denied. 

If Conoco is such a plum, the 
speculation runs, then why not 
Cities Service, or Marathon Oil, or 
Pennzoil? To date, no corporate 
buyers have stepped up to bid for 
any of those concerns. But in the 
past week, heavy trading persisted 
in their stocks, testifying that the 
rumour mill was still humming with 
activity. 

Oil and other natural -re source 
stocks have been the primary sub- 
jects of attention, but by no means 


the only ones. 

The takeovers of B ache Group by 
Prudential, Shearson Loeb Rhoades 
by American Express, and Salomon 
Brothers by Phibro, have created 
expectations of more mergers to 
come in the securities industry as 
well. 

Without- such developments, 
there wouldn't be much of anything 
to stir up interest among investors. 
In the past week, the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industirals remained 
stuck in the mid-900s, closing with a 
net loss of 5.61 points to 936.93. 

The New York Slock Exchange 
composite index rose .42 to 77.00. 
Thanks in large part to activity in 
energy issues, the American Stock 
Exchange market value index 
climbed 8.57 to 378.09 and hit a 
record high on Thursday. 

Big Board volume averaged 45.93 
million shares a day, against 44.77 
million the week before.

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Kremlin eases Polish 
loan repayment terms 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union 
yesterday gave Poland five extra 
years lo repay its loans to the 
Kremlin and pledged additional aid 
to its hard-pressed communist ally. 

A formal communique issued 
after President Leonid Brezhnev’s 
meeting with the Warsaw leaders. 
Communist Party secretary 
Stanislaw Kania and Premier Wo- 
jciech Jaruzdski. said the situation 
in Poland "remains very complex 
and difficult” 

The Soviet and Polish leaders said 
“anti-socialist forces” were trying 
to aggravate Poland's economic dif- 
ficulties. which include massive 
foreign debts, “and use them 
against the party.” 

The communique mentioned only 
one session between Brezhnev and 
the Poles, in the Crimea on Friday. 
There was speculation that the 
delay of more than 24 hours in 
publication of the report 
nevertheless indicated that there 
had been disagreements between 
Kremlin officials and the delegation 
from Warsaw. 

Meanwhile, the Polish Com- 
munist Party daily Try buna Ludu 
reported yesterday that Solidarity 


union leaders in Gdansk cancelled a 
threatened warning strike, following 
the union's celebration of its first 
anniversary. 

On Friday, a sombre Lech 
Walesa, standing by the shipyard 
gate that he scaled a year ago in 
order to organize the strike that 
gave birth to Solidarity, joined 
25.000 workers, singing children and 
priests in a giant birthday celebra- 
tion for Poland’s first independent 
tra'de union. 

In other developments, Polish 
Catholic primate. Archbishop Jozef 
Glemp, indirectly criticized protest 
marches in Poland, in his first major 
public address on Friday. 

Speaking to some 300.000 
pilgrims in Czestochowa, who made 
an Assumption Day journey 10 
Poland's holiest shrine here. 
Archbishop Glemp called for 
moderation and cooperation on all 
sides. 

In Rome. Pope John Paul, ad- 
dressing a crowd yesterday in Sl 
P eter's Square for the first time 
since he was wounded by a gunman, 
said that the past year's events had 
brought a new social maturity to 
Poland and he prayed that it might 
extend to all his countrymen. 


45,000 Ethiopians forced 
to harvest, UN body told 


GENEVA (Reuter). — The Anti- 
Slavery Society on Friday accused 
Ethiopia of rounding up 43,000 peo- 
ple for forced labour in the northern 
town of Humera last year and said 
that at least 1,626 died as a result. 

In a report to a UN panel on 
slavery, the London-based society 
said that Ethiopian exiles reported 
that guards went from house to 
house rounding up people and ab- 
ducted others on the street. 

Tedesse Terrefe, Ethiopia's 
Geneva-based ambassador to the 
UN's'European office and other in- 
ternational organizations, called on 
the slavery panel lo discount the 
report, saying it was based on anti- 
government sources. 

The Anti-Slavery Society urged 


the UN group to ask the Inter- 
national Labour Organization to 
make a formal investigation. 

Society secretary Peter Davies 
said a number of Ethiopians had 
volunteered to help gather the 
sesame harvest at a state farm in 
western Tigray Province on the 
promise of pay, food and housing. 
But none of the promises was kept. 

"According to Ethiopian govern- 
ment supervisors at Humera 1,626 
people died during the whole 
operation.” Davies said. “They in- 
cluded those who died from 
sickness, persons beaten or tortured 
to death, those shot while trying to 
escape and those who simply 
starved.”

Portugal’s boycott expected 
to delay some flights to U.S. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Tran- 
satlantic air services will not be 
severely disrupted by a 48-hour Por- 
tuguese boycott of flights to and 
from the U.S., a Federal Aviation 
Administration (FA A) spokesman 
said yesterday. 

Portugal's 300 air traffic control- 
lers will refuse to handle American 
traffic from midnight today in sup- 
port of 12,000 striking U.S. control- 
lers. 

The FAA spokesman said the 
boycott, which will affect the 
southern transatlantic route and 
the key control centre in the Azores 
Islands, would have “some impact 
•and result in some delays.” 

Sympathy action by Canadian 
controllers earlier last week caused 
two days of chaos on routes 
between the U.S. and Europe by 
closing the vital North Atlantic con- 
trol cen.tre at Gander, New- 
foundland, and disrupting most of 
the 225 daily transatlantic flights. 


Portugal's Air Traffic Control- 
lers' Association originally an- 
nounced a week-long boycott of 
U.S. flights. But h reconsidered 
after the International Federation 
of Air Controllers Associations in- 
structed members to suspend any 
action pending a general meeting 
next Saturday. 

Meanwhile, the Reagan ad- 
ministration won a major victory 
Friday night against the striking 
Professional Air Traffic Controllers 
Organization (PATCO) when a 
government legal official recom- 
mended that the union be stripped 
of its bargaining authority for 
engaging in an illegal strike. 

As Federal employees, the 
PATCO workers were barred by 
U.S. law from walking off the job 
and about 12,000 of them have been 
fired since the strike for higher pay 
and other benefits began 13 days 
ago.

Thieves walk off with Rembrandt painting 


LONDON (AP). — Why didn't 
alarm bells sound when a 
Rembrandt painting that could be 
worth SI. 8m. at auction was stolen 
from its South London gallery for 
the third lime? . . ... 

Because if there was a fire, there 
would not be enough time to dis- 
mantle the pictures from wires con- 
nected to a security system, the 
Dulwich College picture gallery ex- 
plained following the Friday morn- 
ing theft — the third heist of the 
same portrait in 15 years. 

No details were given of the latest 
theft. 

The gallery does have a security 
system but it would be “totally 
impractical" to have the 300 
paintings on show all wired up, said 
the keeper, John Sheeran. 


The gallery is protected when 
closed by an ultrasonic system 
which is disconnected during the 
day when the 1 3 rooms are patrolled 
by eight attendants. 

The missing picture is an early 
work by Rembrandt dated 1632, a 
portrait of Jacob de Gheyn III. It is 
only 30 centimetres by 25 cen- 
timetres, excluding the frame — 
small enough to hide under a coal. It 
has been on display since 1814 when 
the gallery was opened as the first 
public art gallery in Britain. 

It was one of eight paintings — 
two other Rembrandts, three 
Rubens, an Adam Elsheimer and a 
Gerard Dou — stolen by nighttime 
thieves in December 1966, in what 
was then the world's biggest art 


theft. The pictures had an estimated 
value of 57m. 

The gang discovered a weak link 
in the security system, drilled their 
way through a panel in a side door 
'and cut the pictures from their 
frames. They dumped their haul un- 
harmed in a park within a week 
when iheir $280,000 ransom de- 
mand was ignored. 

The Rembrandt portrait was 
stolen again in 1973. Police arrested 
a man who had pul it in a plastic 
bag. walked out of the gallery and 
fled on a bicycle. He said he wanted 
to sketch it. 

“It’s not the sort of painting you 
would ever find on the open 
market,” Sheeran said. “It is very 
well known and easily 
recognizable." *

91 deaths from Spain’s 
poisonous cooking oil 

MADRID (Reuter). — More 
deaths can be expecLed from a 
poisonous cooking oil scandal 
which on Friday claimed ks 91st 
victim in Spain, a Spanish govern- 
ment official said. 

Secretary of SLate for Health Luis 
Sanchez Harguindey told .the 
domestic news agency EFE that the 
poisoning had so far cost the state 
two billion pesetas ($20 million) in 
health care. 

No antidote has been found for 
the poisoning, caused by rapeseed 
oil treated for industrial use and 
sold illegally as olive oil, he said. 
The first deaths from the oil occur- 
red in early May. 

He said that while more deaths 
can be expected, almost no new 
cases are being registered. He ex- 
pects the poisoning to end within a 
matter of months.

India, Bangladesh row over island 


NEW DELHI (AP). — India and 
Bangladesh are haggling again over 
disputed territory in a war of words 
and naval maneuvers. 

Indian frigates and Bangladesh 
gunboats are confronting each, 
other near an uninhabited island in 
the Ganges River delta. The 12- 
square kilometre island formed by 
deposits of Ganges silt is occupied 
by Indian paramilitary troops 
backed by at least two frigates. 

Many diplomats and outsiders 
tend to dismiss the affair as sabre- 
rattling for local political purposes. 
They regard the sheer difference in 
size between India and Bangladesh 
as a deterrent to war. 

India has armed forces number- 
ing more than one million, while 


Bangladesh has scarcely 80.000 un- 
der arms. 

Bangladesh claims the island as 
its territory and maintains that. 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
government has repudiated an 
earlier agreement by former Prime 
M inistcr. Moratji Desai to under- 
take a joint survey; of tbe disputed 
area, 

- Indian officials deny this, saying 
their government had agreed only 
to “pass on information and 
historical data about the island.”

Pakistan frees 7 
political dissidents 

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). — 
Seven political dissidents, including 
three cabinet ministers who served 
under executed prime minister 
Zulfikar AH Bhutto, have been 
released, official sources said here 
yesterday. 

The country's largest newspaper, 
Jang, reported that five politicians 
stiii remain in Punjab provincial 
jails on criminal charges. Others, in- 
cluding Bhutto's eldest daughter 
Benazir, are still being held in Sind 
province. 

Among those freed were former 
defence minister Tikka Khan 
former communications minister 
Khurshid Hasan Meer and former 
production minister Farouk 
Leghari. The government move ap- 
parently was timed to coincide with 
Friday's independence day celebra- 
tions which many expected would 
include remissions of prison 
sentences. 

AH were arrested during sweeps 
last spring following the hijacking of 
a Pakistani jetliner.. by a pro-Bhutto 
faction known as Al-Zulfikar. The 
ex-ministers have remained active 
in Bhutto’s Pakistan People's Party, 
which is officially banned. 

Khan, a retired general, was cal- 
led the “butcher of Bengal” 
because of his alleged role in 
atrocities committed during 1971 
when East Pakistan won its in- 
dependence and renamed itself 
Bangladesh.

MUNICH (AP). - Matthias 
Defregger, a Roman Catholic 
bishop in Munich, and an uniden- 
tified parish priest were slightly in- 
jured yesterday when a man

Munich, who, a spokesman said, 
refused to give any information 
about his motives. 

Defregger, a former major in the 
German army, was at one time un- 
der suspicion that he participated in 
the execution of Italian hostages in 
Ffletto during World War II. 

Police said Defregger and the 
other priest were released from a 
hospital after treatment. It was not 
immediately clear what liquid the 
attacker used, police said. 


Kidnappers take money, 
leave prince’s son 

MARBELLA, Spain (Reuter). — 
Armed intruders seized the 
four-year-old son of a Saudi prince 
in this resort town but let the child 
go when they were given $700,000 in 
cash and valuables, police said on 
Friday. 

Police said that six men wearing 
masks and armed with automatic ri- 
fles on Thursday night broke into 
the house where the child lives with 
his maternal grandparents and 
started to abduct him. They 
released him after they were offered 
the money and goods. 

The child's father is Prince Man- 
sour, direct descendant erf* the late 
King Saud. The prince and his wife 
are separated, and their son lives 
with her parents in Marbella. 

Police said they believed the kid- 
napping had no political motive.

British troops defuse Irish bomb cache 


BELFAST (UPty. — Security forces 
foiled a potential bomb blitz in 
Ulster yesterday when they dis- 
covered ai least 1,500 kilograms of 
explosives hidden in an apartment 
in Londonderry. 

Police raided the empty apart- 
ment because they were suspicious 
about the number of callers to the 
building. They found the explosives 
packed In 14 beer kegs. 

There were enough explosives to 
devastate dozens of surrounding 
houses, and police believe they may 
have foiled a bombing attack on 
downtown Londonderry. 

More than 40 homes were 
evacuated while bomb disposal ex- 
perts defused the powder kegs, a 


'police spokesman said. 

“This type of device a usual!; 
used in pairs, and 14 beer keg 
would .have provided seven power 
ful bombs. If placed strategically 
throughout the city they could havt 
caused widespread damage,” saic 
an army bomb disposal expert. 

The Provisional IRA claimec 
responsibility earlier this month foi 
a one-day spate of bombings acres; 
the province. Powder-filled beer 
kegs were used in several of the ex- 
plosions. 

Police also said 80 gasoline 
bombs' were found on Friday nighi 
in a house in Lurgan, 32 kilometres 
southwest of Belfast. No arrest;

Where earlier this century 
Christian prime ministers were ac- 
cepted, the idea is today almost in- 
conceivable. 

A wire of its impotence, the com- 
munity has traditionally looked to 
the government to defend it against 
harassment. 

Father Armani os Zaki, pastor of 
the church attacked this month, 
sent a message to Sadat in 
Washington thanking the police and 
the ruling National Democratic 
Party for their protection and 
cooperation. 

- The Islamic movement, for its 
part, discourages contacts with 
secular politicians and parties. Lef- 
tists and liberals who tried to bring 
the societies into a united opposi- 
tion front this year were firmly 
rebuffed. 

The Islamic societies, lacking any 
apparent hierarchy, have displayed 
impressive unity and discipline. 

At a recent rally in the Cairo slum 
area of Zawya al-Hamra, scene of 
the June fighting, Moslem stewards 
protected Christian shops and 
houses while others collected dona- 
tions to build a mosque.

BEIRUT. — On a good day, if the 
crossings by the museum and the 
furniture store arc open, you can 
make it from West Beirut to East 
Beirut in five minutes. 

But on a bad day, when the 
capital erupts in violence, you'll 
have to inch your way through the 
maze of run-down warehouses and 
alley-ways of the city’s port That 
win take more than an hour. 

You also stand a better than even 
chance of being shot at by snipers. 

Beirut, once called the Paris of 
the Orient, is divided into Stile 
more than a collection of fiefdoms. 

This was an average day. One 
j crossing and the port were open, 
but the streets, packed with cars as 
j. usual, were impassable. So, the taxi 
driver chose a shortcut through the 
back streets of Shia. 

Shia,. one of the poorest, and most 
crowded quarters of west Beirut is a 
neighbourhood where Lebanese 
and Palestinian refugees live 
together in row after row of 
dilapidated, bomb-scarred 
buildings. Many of its streets are un- 
paved. Others are piled high with 
garbage, sand and burnt-out cars. 

Little children, their faces 
covered in grime, walk barefoot 
through the rubble. "Many of them, 
not older than eight, are working, 
delivering coffee or carrying 
buckets of water to help their too- 
large families to survive.

The rest of the OAU, which had 
been frightened that the organisa- 
tion might split up over these ques- 
tions. gratefully seized on these 
bargains. The Libyan occupation of 
Chad was all but ignored, and a 
seven-country committee was set up 
to organise a referendum in Moroc- 


con verging on a comer distribution 
box.

Libya 
and Algeria welcomed Hassan’s 
concession, and in the end even the 
SADR had to agree to participate. 

Yet there will probably be no 
referendum. Certainly there will not 
be one that Morocco is not sure of 
winning: support in Morocco for 
the war in defence of the 
“recovered Saharan provinces” is 
so universal, spanning the political 
spectrum from royalists to com- 
munists, that Hassan’s throne might 
be at risk if he let it be lost. 

Hassan has said that Moroccan 
troops must remain in the terrritory 
during the referendum, and that it 
must be based on the Spanish 
census of 1974, which counted only 
70,000 inhabitants. Polisario insists 
that there are up to a quarter- 
million Saharans, and that all the 
refugees in its camps in Algeria 
(somewhere between 40,000 and 
100,000) must return before the 
referendum. 

In mid-July Polisario added that 
Hassan’s troops should be entirely 
withdrawn from the territory, and 
move back 150 km. into Morocco 
proper. These demands are 
deliberately designed to make 
agreement impossible, for Polisario 
strongly suspects that it would lose 
the referendum if its guerillas were 
not in control to offer the electorate 
’’guidance.” 

The region’s population is actual- 
ly much closer to the Spanish es- 
timate than to Polisario’s. Moreover, 
these tribes that felt a traditional 
loyally to the Moroccan monarchy 
welcomed annexation, and they are 
probably in the majority. The other 
tribes are now mostly, across the 
border in the Algerian refugee 
camps. 

Polisario’s young men will 
probably continue to drive their 
windoWle?s Land Rovers across the 
desert to attack Moroccan garrisons 
in (he Saharan provinces. 
However, since the completion 
early this year of a long Moroccan 
defence line of barbed wire, 
minefields and electronic sensors to 
protect the “useful triangle” where 
all the main towns are located, 
Polisario's scope for causing 
casualties and damage has greatly 
diminished. 

Out in the desert the war may 
thus go on. but Polisario’s hopes of 
victory depend on its struggle for 
diplomatic recognition. King' Has- 
san’s offer of a referendum super- 
vised by the OAU and the UN has 
cut the ground out from under its 
feet, and it may never recover from 
the blow.

As you enter East Beirut, the first 
thing you notice is that the piles of 
garbage have disappeared. So have 
the traffic jams and the tiny dirt- 
covered children. You have entered 
what is in effect another city, 
another country. 

Here traffic flows smoothly, 
police patrol streets full of well- 
dressed people. 

The police do not work for the 
Lebanese government. Their 
salaries are paid by the Phalange 
party (the Christian political and 
military organization that runs East 
Beirut). 

When you buy gas or go to the 
movies in East Beirut, you pay taxes 
not collected in West Beirut. The 
money goes to the Phalange, 
which uses it to pres ide services and 
protection for the people who live 
in the east. 

The money also goes to buy the 
weapons which the Phalange uses to 
carry on its seven-year-old fight with 
various leftist Moslem factions. 

The Phalange flag, similar to the 
the Lebanese one, flies everywhere. 
Wall posters bear the image of 
Phalange leader, Beshir Gemayel 
and not that of the nation's 
President Elias Sarkis. 

'As the car moves up mountain 
roads and you rise above Beirut, a 
glance back through the haze, ap- 
parently shows one city. However 
the sights and sounds of a drive 
from West to East Beirut tell you it 
is not. (UPI)

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Muscovites look back in anger 
but make merry in facilities

MOSCOW. — Muscovites have 
moved into the high-rise Olympic 
Village, and sports facilities built for 
Iasi year's summer games are being 
used by ihe public and for training 
athletes. 

The -JU.UOO-seat covered stadium 
is a public skating rink this summer, 
and the neu Olympic pool next 
door is open to the public. An IBM 
computer used at the games now 
coordinate', the city’s ambulance 
service. 

New gold leaf glimmering on the 
onion domes of the Kremlin 
churches in the hot summer sun of 
I9SI recalls the city-wide facelift 
which preceded the games. 

There are some leftovers. Olym- 
pic rings still decorate the exterior 
of Lenin Stadium. Ceramic Misha 
bear mascots gather dust in 
souvenir shops. And there is still bit- 
terness about the boycott which 
kept 36 nations away from Moscow. 

A year ago Soviet President 
Leonid I. Brezhnev welcomed 
Olympic athletes by calling the sum- 
mer games **a reflection of the striv- 
ing of the peoples for peace, accord 
and beauty." 

The greeting was not endorsed, or 
even heard, by athletes from 36 na- 
tions. who had intended to go to 
Moscow. They stayed away reluc- 
tantly. to support their govern- 
ments' protects against the 
December 1979 Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan. 

“There is no need to prove that 
the boycott of the Olympics im- 
posed on some countries by the 
U.S. Administration ended in dis- 
grace." the Soviet News Agency 
Tass said recently, during the U.S.- 
Soviet track and field meet in 
Leningrad, the first major athletic 
competition between the countries 
since the Olympics. 

“The Moscow Olympics cannot 
be surpassed, they can only be 
repeated... and then only if staged in

Moscow." the mass circulation dai- 
ly. Sovieiski Sport, said in a 
retrospective at the end 1980. 

The Soviet press is already snip- 
ing ai alleged commercialism in the 
I9S4 Los Angeles Olympic plans, 
and is criticizing all the arrange- 
ments from the housing for the 
athletes to the smog in Southern 
California. 

Western proposals to "‘de- 
nationalize" the Olympics by- 
el iminatihg national flags and 
anthems have been repeatedly 
denounced this year by the Soviet 
press. 

On the credit side, as far as 
Muscovites are concerned was that 
city's massive facelift. Nine high- 
rise hotels and eight splendid sports 
centres were built, and virtually 
every building in Central Moscow 
got a new coal of paint. 

The Soviets made much of 
improving services in restaurants 
and hotels for the tourists, but there 
is no evidence that this filtered 
dow-n to the average citizens. Slow 
service, food shortages and a lack of 
consumer goods are endemic to 
Soviet life. 

The Soviets said the cost of new 
facilities built for the games was 
S400m.. but that figure is not 


thought to include outlays for 
related capital investments or per- 
sonnel costs. They claim that 21 1 
000 tourists from abroad came to 
the Games. The number of Western 
tourists was well below expectations 
and. according to some estimates, 
the boycott cost the Russians as 
much as S200m. in lost revenues.

IN RECENT weeks we have seen several dramatic successes by Israeli 
women and girls in three different sports. The swimmers surprised the puis 
diLs by their performances against the Americans in the Maccabiah, Now 
four girls have hit the tennis trail in Europe with considerable success. And 
the women exponents of The art of lawn bowls have astonished even their 
own supporters by more than holding their dwo in the world's top tourna- 
ment in Toronto. 

These are clear indications that sport is on the Tise among women in 
Israel, both from the ' participant and the spectator points of view. Some 
readers may claim that this is not new, they can point out that there have 
been good, even great. Israeli women players of various games in the past. 
Admittedly, the athlete who came closest to winning the highest honours as 
an athlete was a woman, Esther Roth, who, at one stage in her career, held a 
world record for a space. Other rvnncrs, like Debra Markus, had fine 
records.

This gain for women will certainly be applauded by all sportsmen. 

Israeli attitudes have been somewhat muddled. But we are moving 
towards recognition of the truth that sport. is every, bit as important for f 
women as for men, and that, oh the playing-fields, there should be equality 
between the sexes.

MONTREAL (AP). - Israeli 
champion Shlomo Glickstein won 
his quarter-final match on Friday 
against India’s Ramesh Krishnan 3- 
6, 6-3, 6-3. He was scheduled to play 
Ivan Lendl of Czechoslovakia in the 
semi-final early last night, but the 
match was delayed owing to rain. 

Lend! advanced to the semi-final 
by whipping Brian Teacher 6-1 , 6-!. 
The other semi-final will pit Eliot 
Teltscher against Vijay A mi t raj of 
India, the conquer of John 
McEnroe. 

Teacher found Lendl's 
devastating service and blazing pas- 
sing shots too hot to handle. “His 
ground shots were just a joke,” 
Teacher said ruefully. “Every one 
was a winner. He was playing too 
well for me. It’s discouraging. I 
know that Borg or Jimmy Connors 
would not beat me that badly." 

- “I think that 'this was my best 
match, of the tournament and I just 
hope that I play as well tomorrow," 
said Lendl, who was last year's 
champion. . 

G Eckstein got off to a slow start 
against Krishnan, but settled down 
after dropping the opening set. 




"1 was very nervous and defen- 
sive at the beginning, but after 1 
broke him in the second sel, i got 
more confident and started going 
for my shots," Glickstein said. He 
believes that he is capable of upset- 
ting Lendl. 

“I've been playing well the last 
few weeks, and practising hard. My 
play has been getting better every 
tournament.” 

Krishnan, whose father 
Ramathan won the Canadian 
Open title in 1968, was honest in 
his appraisal of his play against 
Glickstein. 

“I always make a lot of unforced 
errors, and that's why I'm not very 
good," said the 20- year-old former 
junior champion at Wimbledon. 
After taking the opening set, 
Krishnan said, he did not put 
enough pressure on Glickstein. 

“He slows the game down a lot 
and that upset my rhythm," 
Krishnan concluded. 

Both Teltscher and Amitraj are in 
lop form. Teltscher eliminated 
Heinz Gumthardt 6-4, 6-2, and 
Amitraj ousted Steve Denton 6-2, 6- 
2. They meet in the other semi-final. ' 





Onward and upward

TEL AVIV. — Shlomo Glickstein, 
23, scored the greatest victory of his 
career on Friday night, when he up- 
set the world's No.8 tennis player 
Peter McNamara, of Australia, in 
the third round of the $200,000 
Canadian Open in' Montreal. 

The prestigious Canadian touma- 
ment is also proving Glickstein's 
most successful meet to date in his 
_ three years on the pro circuit, as it is 
the first time he has advanced into 
the singles semi-finals of a major 
Grand Prix event. 

The Israeli star’s previous best ef- 
forts in such major meets were 
reaching the quarter-finals last 
winter of both the $175,000 
Stockholm Open and the $125,000 
New South Wales championships in 
Sydney. In Australia, he was coin- 
cidentally beaten in the semi-finals 
by New Zealander Russell Simpson, 
the man Glickstein defeated in the 
third round in Montreal to line up 
his match against McNamara. 

With his quarter-final success 
against 22-year-old Indian, Ramesh 
Krishnan — a former Wimbledon 
and French Junior champion, with a 
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current world ranking of 93 — 
Glickslsin brought his earnings in 
the tournament to $9,000 and his 
prize money during the past fort- 
night to nearly $30,000. 

Prior to his semi-final against 
Czech ace Ivan Lendl last night. 
Glickstein had garnered 48 Associa- 
tion of Tennis professional points at 
the Canadian Open,' compared to 
the 43 he collected at the beginning 
of the month for winning the 
$75,000 Volvo Grand Prix in South 
Orange, New Jersey. This gives the 
Israeli a total of 390 ATP points 
from some 25 tournaments in which 
he has played during the past year, 
bringing his average up to nearly 16, 
and his world ranking to around 35. 

The winner of the Glickstein- 
Lendl match earns $16,000 and at 
least 68 ATP points. 

Prior to his defeat of McNamara, 
Glickstein's best wins were against 
American Harold Solomon in Stut- 
tgart in March, 1981, Argentina's 
Jose-Luis Clerc in Sydney in 
December, 1980, and Brian Got- 
tfried, of the U.S. in Stockholm, in 
November, 1 980. 

McNamara, 26, has been climb- 
ing steadily up the rankings this 
year, with his many successes in- 
cluding victories over Americans 
Jimmy Connors and Solomon on his 
way to winning the $200,000 
German Open in Hamburg last 
May. Immediately afterwards, he 
beat Lendl in the $430,000 Nations 
Cup in Dusseldorf.

ZAGREB. Yugoslavia (AP). — The

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Labour in disarray 

PARTIES IN OPPOSITION, as a rule, find it more difficult to con- 
duct their affairs with a measure of cohesion and consent than when 
in power. Deprived of having an active share in the conduct of the 
nation's policy and of the perks of power, opposition parties tend to 
divert jheir excess energies to their own domain where there is not 
much room at the top for individual leadership, thus breeding inter- 
nal friction. 

There seem to be various ways of trying to stem this inevitable 
downward trend an'd of easing and shortening the unenviable 
dwelling in the political opposition desert. One such tried way is for a 
major opposition party to behave as if it was relegated to this position 
only for a temporary spell and to assign the members of its top 
leadership key posts in what is known as a "shadow cabinet." 

As a result, the team that was supposed to govern the country, had 
the party been more successful at the polls, can operate with a fair 
measure of coordination. There are known opposition spokesmen on 
matters of defence, foreign affairs and economic policies, with the 
head of the team — the party's candidate for the premiership — ac- 
ting as the chief spokesman and coordinator of policy. Such an 
arrangement presumes that the members of the leadership team ac- 
cept each. other and that the party at large is confident that it can win 
the next round at the polls with this team. 

If one is to judge by the conduct of the Labour Alignment during 
the six weeks following the elections to the Tenth Knesset, it seems as 
if it is determined to defy all possible rules which could help it to 
shorten its stay in the opposition and to return to power. Last Thurs- 
day's discussion at the Labour Party's leadership bureau of the June 
30 election results can only serve as further proof that the major op- 
position party consistently fails to learn any lesson from its past 
mistakes. 

Party chairman Shimon Peres' pre-emptive attack on his critics, 
announcing his readiness to give up the party leadership in a not too 
convincing fashion — and the statements over the weekend by his 
arch-rival Yitzhak Rabin that he is readying himself for a renewed 
challenge for the top party post, “when the time was ripe," has 
thrown the party back into the same disarray at the top — and even 
worse — which has contributed in no small measure to its political 
defeat, its impressive gains at the polls notwithstanding. 

Some of the scathing attacks against Mr. Peres, who bore the brunt 
of the election campaign burden, were perhaps not entirely justified.- 
But his near total defence of the conduct of the campaign can only 
help perpetuate the internal friction and lack of the Labour Party's 
popularity among its natural constituencies. Mr. Rabin's announce- 
ment that his last-minute agreement to join the party leadership as a 
defence minister candidate under Mr. Peres was a mere "ad hoc 
arrangement," only proves the lack of sincerity of this move at the 
time. 

Meanwhile, the party is busying itself with such secondary ques- 
tions as who is to serve as its next secretary-general — Mr. Eliahu 
Speiser or Mr. Uzi Baram — ignoring the fact that the incumbent 
and presently hospitalized secretary-general Haim Bar-Lev has also 
not landed a cabinet minister position and is prepared to continue in 
his post. 

The entire scene could be regarded as a political comedy, were it 
not so tragic for the fate of the Labour Party's future. The only good 
thing that can come out of these unseemly deliberations is that they 
are likely to precipitate unconventional moves to revamp and 
strengthen the top party team by people who have so far kept out of 
the fray and can give it the kind of leadership which is needed at this 
crucial stage. 

Deceptive price index 

THE 6.1 PER CENT RISE in July’s consumer price index published 
on Friday came as no surprise, in either direction. If anything, 
Finance Minister Yoram Aridor’5 persistence in repressing inflation 
by massive subsidies might have been expected to keep the price rise 
lower than in the same month last year. 

The fact that it was higher than last July, when it rose by 5.5 per 
cent, does not yet signal that the inflationary pressures caused by 
Aridor's massive spending and money printing in recent months are 
already bursting the walls of the subsidies he has erected. By the 
same token, July gives Aridor no grounds to boast — as he did in the 
Knesset last week — that he is on the high road to containing infla- 
tion. 

Indeed, a look at those components of the price index which are 
not subject to the effects of the Treasury's efforts to repress price in- 
flation, indicates that a new wave of price inflation is gathering 
momentum. This may not yet show up markedly in August, another 
seasonally low month, but is most likely to gather force in September, 
the month of the High Holidays, and in October, when the next cost 
of living allowance will be paid. 

The wholesale price index for industrial products, which generally 
leads the consumer price index, points in the direction of accelerated 
inflation: Although pulled down by the end-of-season sales of 
clothing and footwear, the wholesale index rose by 6.6 per cent, with 
most of the components rising by some 8 per cenL 

Another indicator of a renewed upward trend in prices is to be 
found in the input price index for residential construction. This com- 
petitive sector is hardly affected by the government's subsidy policy 
and obeys the rules of demand and supply. It rose by a whopping 14 
per cent. Similarly, the input price index in agriculture, in hotels, in 
.bus transportation, all rose faster than the consumer price index — 
indicating that, sooner or later, they will pull up the latter as well. 

Last but not least, the torrent of cash that Mr. Aridor has pumped 
into the economy — which, in August too, is expected to be some 
lS2.5b.. bringing the total money printed since April to IS9b. — has 
not yet made itself fully felt. Its impact will probably come later in 
the year, and the credit freeze declared by the Bank of Israel is un- 
likely to counteract it more than marginally. 

Perhaps Mr. Aridor has some plan how to mop up the liquidity he 
has generated without increasing unemployment and without any 
other painful measures. If he has, he has not so far seen lit to disclose 
it. His reticence could be regarded as understandable during the 
election campaign and excusable before the government was formed. 
But now, the finance minister owes the country a clear statement of 
direction and intent, rather than appeals to trust his repeated asser- 
tion that he is on the right path.

MOS HE SHAMIR is a gifted writer 
and an enthusiastic politician. He is 
a founder of the Tehiya movement 
which failed to stir the sympathies 
or the Israeli electorate six weeks 
ago. 

I cannot share his particular vi- 
sion of the world or of Israel’S place 
within it. He often seems to regard 
the presence of tens of millions of 
Arabs in this region as an eccentric 
and irrelevant circumstance from 
which Israelis need not draw any 
operative conclusions. 

In an article in Ma'ariv on August 
7. however, he arrested my atten- 
tion with a sharp reproach of our 
prime minister. In Mr. Shamir's 
view Mr. Begin has "given support 
and encouragement to the terrorist 
organizations on a scale and scope 
unheard of in our country's 
history.” 

My first reaction was that Moshe 
Shamir was exaggerating. His 
literary style is sharp and precise -to 
a classical degree, but his political 
rhetoric is generally pitched on a 
very high note of stridency. It is like 
a musical composition with the 
drums and cymbals and the more 
resonant trumpets in the main role. 

But 1 changed this sceptical ap- 
praisal when I heard an Arab radio 
station gleefully recite the article by 
Menchem Begin which had stirred 
Moshe Shamir's indignation. It was 
written by Mr. Begin for Ha'areiz 
on August 4. its theme is clear 
Israel governments before the 
redeeming date of June 1977 had 
adopted a “systematic" policy of 
violenL bombardment of Arab 
civilians, in total disregard of 
humane restraints. 

Mr. Begin bolstered his 
"argument" with an imposing list of 
actions undertaken in the decade 
before 1977. The picture that 
emerges is of an Israel watonly in- 
flicting every possible measure of 
death and anguish on civilian pop- 
ulations in a mood reminiscent of 
regimes which nilher Mr. Begin nor 
I would dare to mention by name. 

THE “RECORD" is so hideous that 
Mr. Begin's conclusion is almost 
self-evident: a state with this tradi- 
tion has no right to indulge in self- 
criticism or heart-searching about 
the death of hundreds of Lebanese 
civilians in Beirut apartment 
buildings last month. 

Mr. Begin's view appears to be 
that there is nothing here that re- 
quires any deep expression of 
human compassion, still less of “se- 
cond thoughts." (Indeed, it is 
doubtful if there were any “first 
thoughts."! His central idea is that

GERMAN REPARATIONS

Sir, — In his article on Germany 
and the distorted figures and facts 
about reparations that the Germans 
are systematically distributing, (July 
30), Teddy Preuss says rightfully 
that it is now more than ever time to 
expose the truth even if it does not 
seem nice. 

Geman lawyers involved in help- 
ing Jews with their claims are appal- 
led at the evidence that the 
Germans demand. One cannot 
receive payment for claims on 
stolen goods such as jewelry,- 
paintings, art works, etc., unless 
there is evidence that the Germans 
took the stolen goods back to Ger- 
many. Imagine this: some Jews 
found receipts that the Germans 
gave for goods “confiscated" from 
Jews. These are not sufficient to 
collect a claim; proof is still re- 
quired that the goods went back to 
Germany. To add insuit to injury, if 
the claimant should die in the 
process of making the claim, there 
is no heir allowed. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars of 
claims have been lost by this twist of 
justice that no society has ever 
dreamt up. The Germans say that 
these are only personal claims. The 
German government deliberately 


drags these trials out in the same 
way that they drag out the Nazi 
cri me trials. There is one difference: 
the Maidanek trial went on for 
years to give life to these murdering 
Germans; the trials of Jews for 
reparations for stolen goods are 
dragged out in the hope that the 
Germans will not have to pay for 
one reason or another.

The Lebanese population in 
Beirut apartment buildings, on the 
other hand, have not the smallest 
degree of control over the terrorists 
who move in. The .argument that 
they “ought" to oppose or. protest 
or reject that proximity is the only 
argument so far made to give 
justification to what befell, them. 

But the argument happens to be 
factually ridiculous. The real Israeli 
indictment of the Beirut decision is 
on the grounds of predictable mef- 
fectivess. As Mr.' Yitzhak Rabin has 
pointed out, there was no rational 
prospect that the "remedy" could 
have any effect on the disease and 
there is thus no balance to be drawn 
between pragmatic advantage and 
moral detriment. 

Thus the prime minister’s ac- 
count of the “iniquities" of 
former Israeli governments- 
(including that in which he served as 
a member of the ministerial security . 
committee) emerges- as the only 
durable ' result of the 
operation. Israel is not more secure, 
but its image has been tarnished 
through its own - testimony at the 
highest (eveL 

THE PROBLEM of morality in war 
is too complex for decisive resolu- 
tion. The “realist" school holds that 
war lies beyond moral judgement. 
Once it has erupted it assumes its 
own logica fri which the only argil: 
ments gre victory arid survival, Inter 
arma silent leges. In time of war the 
laws are silent. The strong impose 
what they can, and the weak suffer 
what they must. 

According to this view, the moral 
quality attaches to the motive and 
origin of the war itself, not to the 
methods whereby it is waged. There 
are just wars and unjust wars, those 
fought for defence and against ag- 
gression and those fought’for the 
sake of conquest or hatred. But 
once the issue is joined, the just and 
the unjust belligerents find 
themselves using the. same tools and 
means. 

The wicked Hitler bombs War- 
saw, Rotterdam and Conventry^and 
righteous Churchill bombs Dresden 
and Hamburg as well as the Dutch 
cities under Nazi occupation. 

There is an acute moral .distinc- 
tion here, but it must be found in 
the ends of the war, not the mean$ 

The paradox is' compounded by 
the fact that the two figures who 
stand in the centre’ of the predica- 
ment are Churchill and Truriian, - 
and all subsequent debates are 
merely the echo or continuation of

The same duality of aim — 
punishment and the curtailment of 
the war — appears in Truman’s 
Hiroshima decision: "We have used 
the bomb- against those who at- 
tacked us without warning at Pearl 
-Harbor, against those who have 
starved arid beaten and executed 
American prisoners of war... W'e 
have used it to shorten the agonies 
of the war." 

This leaves unanswered the quea- - 
tion whether- all the millions ic 
Hiroshima had done any beating oi 
starving or execution of American 
prisoners; and whether the agonies - 
produced by tbe aim o.i 
“shortening" the war were aiq 
less than the agonies that they 
sought to avoid. 

American agonies were certainly, 
shortened, so thatthe decision has a 
basis in utilitarian purpose, leaving 
the elusive idea of morality for 
separate judgment. 

THE ENCOURAGING fact is that 
the debate, however tormenting and. 
indecisive, is never abandoned. For 
as long as men and women have 
talked about war, they have talked 
about it in terms of right and wrong. 

It is easy enough to ridicule the 
debate on the grounds that war,' by 
its own nature, is unrestrained. But 
the fact that even this tragic domain 
finds human beings engaged in such 
impulses as deliberation, - choice, 
criticism and even remorse il- 
lustrates the paradox of war itself 
and points to its incompatibility " 
with die human condition. ■
